Carbajal expected Huerta to resign 
Monday, hut the dictator spent the day 
traveling from cafe to cafe In his au­ 
tomobile*. 
Resignation was apparent­ 
ly far from his mind, and that evening 
Carbajal sent a note to Huerta, saying: 
“You promised to resign today. 
I 
believed you a man of your word.

you do not resign Immediately and 
leuve the capital I will do so.”
